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SOUND EFFECTS IMPROVEL 
IN PAST YEARS 


WHEN YOU speak about the 
great strides made in radio, 
don’t overlook the fact that 
sound effects—the “scenery” of 
radio, has made some notable 
improvements, too. To appre- 
clate how. far the technique of 
sound effects has advanced, you 
have only to compare the meth- 
ods used for creating sounds in 

“the primitive days of radio with 
those in effect today. 

At the National Broadcasting 
Company recordings are now 
used for something like 3,000 
sounds—from the sizzle of a 
frying egg to the filght of a 
bomber. In the old days, most 
of the Sounds were hand made, 
As, for example: 

Airplanes: Tying leather straps 
on electric fan and “playing” 
it against a bass drum. 

Dirigible; Holding down two of 
the lower keys of a pump 
Organ, (According to Zale 
Dillon, NBC Director of 
Sound Effects, this ts still ef- 
fective for realistic vibra- 
tion,) 


Screen Door: Scraping a bass, 


fiddle bow across the side of 

a peach basket. (Now a real 

screen door is used.) 

Surf: Rubbing scrubbing brush 
across a tympani, 

Shots: Whacking a stick across 
a@ carton or the padded seat 
ofachair, (Now real .22 or 
-388 pistols are used.) 

Closing Door: Folding a studio 
chair suddenly or dropping 
the lid of a plano. (Now real 
doors in portable frames are 
used, ) 

Motorboat: Tapping a rolled-up 
plece of paper (an actor's 
script would do) across the 
back of the hand In the put- 
put-put rhythm, 

Telephoning: Talking into a 
tumbler to distort the yoico 
or talking through the nose, 

Orashes: Crunching berry 
boxes, 

Rain: Tilting a sleve with dried 
poas, 

Actual recordings pre now 
used for several of the above 
sounds, But many of the ef. 
fects are still carried out in the 
old way, depending on the

Sound effects, like inven- 
tions, are often discovered by 
accident. For example, one 
day “Ray Kelly, NBC's Co-ordi- 
nator of Sound Effects, used 
salt on his lettuce salad when 
French dressing ran out, The 
lettuce was crisp and the sprin- 
kle of salt sounded more like 
rain than anything else he had 
heard up to then over the radio. 
For some time salt poured 
over crisp lettuce was the 
Standard sound effect for rain, 

The rain machine in use to- 


" day at NBC headquarters is one 


of the most complicated in the 
sound effects stock room. The 
Secret of the realstic sound is 
che controlled sprinkling of 
birdseed upon a gauze im- 
Ppregnated with cellophane and 
stretched taut in a frame, and 
upon four other surfaces, each 
of which produces a sound 
of slightly higher frequency,

tures make money.

PLAN ROOM TO GROW 
WITH. THE BOY 


SOME TIME ago we ran a story 
on this page about a room that 
grew up from nursery age to 
college, using the same basic 
furnishings. It made quite a 
hit —- with mothers of little 
girls, that is. But the mothers 
of little boys wrote and said— 
“Why don’t you have a story 
On 4 room like this for a boy?’ 

It seemed like a yery good 
idea. So we went to work, and 
here is the result, In its first 
nursery stage, the walls are 
papered in Noah's Ark wall pa- 
per with all the animals a little 
boy could wish marching 
around and around on a cream 
ground.
